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TYPHOON HITS 
AAP GOKaT 


Heavy Loss Of Life Feared 
As Marine Twister Rips 
Through Fishing Fleet 


TOKYO (lP)—A typhoon, accompan- 
ied by enormous waves, swept across 
southwestern Japan today to cause se- 
vere damage and an unknown loss of 
life. 

Early casualty reports listed 48 
known killed—Takamatsu 15, Nikko 15, 
Okayama 11, Kochi-Hanada district 3, 
rural districts 4. 

Marine’ casualties were believed 
heavy because many fishing boats were 
caught offshore. 


Six hundred buildings were flooded | 
at Osaka, by gigantic waves, and the: 


Yodo River, overflowing, flooded sev- 
eral streets. 

Communications between Tokyo and 
the southwestern extremity of the 
island were disrupted. 

At least 11 persons were killed at 
Okayama, on the southwest coast. Many 
small ships were sunk and 50 damaged 
there. At Osaka, to the east on the 
south coast of the main island, 600 
buildings were flooded. 

The storm passed quickly northward 
across the main island, Honshiu, and 
into the Japan Sea toward Siberia.

| Free Seeds Of Unique Tropic 
Growth To Be Distributed 
| By Research Society 


‘thing to mark on_ your 
seeds of plant which actually repels 
common insects will be distributed 
throughout the United States, free of 
charge, by the Pan American Society 
of Tropical Research, Gulfport, Miss. 

Captain J. Moritmer Sheppard, head 
of the society, first happened on this 


unusual plant—Yerba De La Pulga” | 
is its name—while traveling through | 


the interior of the Republic of Colum- 
bia. Captain Sheppard, who has more 
than a half dozen journeys through the 
jungles of Central and South Ameri- 
can countries to his credit, thought he 
had discovered something new. But 
‘he soon learned that it was a common 
sight to the natives, who placed these 
plants at advantageous spots about 
their huts for protection against flies 
and mosquitoes. 

The captain’s original plan was to 
grow the plants, pot them and put 
them on the market in the United 
States. The financial possibilities were 
tremendous. But after considering the 
humanitarian aspect, he decided to 
distribute the seeds of the Yerba De 
La Pulga gratis. 

According to Captain Sheppard, one 
plant placed in each room of a house 
is sufficient to ward off insects. Each 
person requesting these seeds will be 
sent, on receipt of a stamped self-ad- 
dressed envelope, four of them, with 
instructions about planting and soil 
treatment.

The Bear Flag Republic Tasted just 
twenty-four days, or until the Ameri- 
can flag was raised at Monterey by 
command of Commodore John Drake 
Sloat on July 7, 1846, or twenty-six 
days, if we allow for the two days it 
required for the news to get to So- 
noma, capital of the Republic. 


War had been declared between the 
United States and Mexico prior to 
July 2, 1846, when Sloat dropped an- 
chor in Monterey bay. There was a 
delay of five days before Sloat de- 
manded the surrender of Monterey. 
Some authorities ascribed the delay to 
the occurrences at Sonoma and the 
institution of the Bear Flag Republic. 

However, on the seventh of July, 
Sloat made formal demand on the 
Mexican commandante for the sur- 
render of the capital, landed a force 
of marines and seamen, took posession 
of the port, and ran up the American 
flag to a salute of twenty-one guns 
from the three warships under his com- 
mand in the harbor. 

Sonoma received the news with ac- 
claim two days later. The Bear Flag 
was promptly and officially supplanted 
on July 9, 1846, by the Stars and 
Stripes, and California came under 
the rule of the United States. 


The Stars and Stripes were raised at 
Sonoma by Lieutenant Joseph Warren 
Revere of the warship Portsmouth, 
then lying at San Francisco. Lieu- 
tenant Revere, a grandson of Paul Re- 
vere, and, on his mother’s side, of Gen- 
eral Joseph Warren, the hero of Bun- 
ker Hill, took the Bear Flag with him 
on his return east. Some years later: 
he gave it to the Society of California 
Pioneers, where it remained until 1906. 
In that year this historic relic was lost 
in the fire that devastated a large 
portion of San Francisco, destroying 
the society’s headquarters.

regular octahedron crystals have been

Agriculture’s Bureau of Agricultura: 
Economics. 


Consumption of snuff and chewing 
tobacco also is increasing, but the num- 
ber of pipe smokers is declining, the 
bureau said. Consumption of tobacco 
as a whole is increasing. 


During the fiscal year ended last 
July 1, withdrawals of cigarettes from 
warehouses increased 12 per cent over 
the previous year. Cigar withdrawals 
increased eight per cent in the same 
period. 

It all adds up, the bureau said, to 
good news to tobacco growers. 

The price outlook for this year’s crop 
appears “fairly good,” despite an esti- 
mated 23 per cent increase in produc-
